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"Burn  The  Mortgage"  Drive 
Picks  Up  Where  It  Left  Off 


The  “Burn  The  Mortgage  Cam- 
paign” of  the  Jewish  Community 
Centre  which  set  out  last  spring  to 
raise  $400,000.  over  a six-year  pe- 
riod, is  back  in  the  news. 

Ben  Achbar,  General  Chairman 
of  the  Campaign  and  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Centre  are  about 
to  revive  the  campaign.  It  has  been 
marking  time  while  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal  and  State  of  Israel 
Bonds  conducted  their  1970 
drives. 

According  to  Mr.  Achbar,  the 
Centre  was  asked  to  step  aside  last 
spring  after  an  excellent  beginning 
which  produced  almost  half  the 
objective.These  subscriptions  came 
from  a comparatively  small  group 
of  donors  and  there  are  many  sup- 
porters of  long  standing  who  are 
still  waiting  to  be  approached. 

Mr.  Achbar  points  out  that  this 
is  not  a new  campaign  but  simply 
the  last  chapter  in  a long  range  plan 
which  had  its  inception  twenty- 
seven  years  ago.  Although  time  has 
taken  its  toll,  the  majority  of  con- 
tributors and  their  families  can 
trace  their  giving  to  an  unbroken 
record  of  annual  subscriptions 
dating  back  to  1943.

The  $400,000.  objective  is  the 
difference  between  the  $2,000,000 
spent  on  building  and  equipping 
the  educational  and  recreational 
complexes  and  the  total  obtained 
by  way  of  contributions,  legacies 
and  the  sale  of  older  facilities.  It 
includes  provision  for  interest  until 
the  principal  is  paid  within  six 
years  from  now. 

Pledges  to  the  campaign  are 
payable  in  six  annual  instalments. 


Campaign  leaders  say  the  goal  is 
realistic  and  should  impose  no 
hardship  on  any  donor.  When  he  is 
approached,  the  prospective  con- 
tributor will  be  asked  to  give  what 
he  can  each  year  for  a six  year 
period. 

Those  who  have  not  yet  con- 
tributed will  be  called  upon  within 
the  next  few  weeks  by  volunteer 
workers.  When  that  happens,  Mr. 
Achbar  asks  that  you  be  as  gene- 
rous as  your  circumstances  permit. 

The  remaining  capital  debt  of 
the  institution  and  the  high  in- 
terest charges  it  takes  to  service 
that  debt  is  a drain  on  the  commu- 
nity. Once  out  of  debt,  funds  can 
be  redirected  into  other  important 
channels.  Only  a successful  “Burn 
The  Mortgage  Campaign”  will  bring 
this  about.

Mrs.  Bertram  Loeb,  Chairman  of  the  Music  Committee  of  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre  which  has  arranged  Sunday  night’s  concert 
is  pleased  with  the  interest  the  event  is  generating  throughout  the 
city  and  music  circles  in  particular.  The  evening  will  feature  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre  Choral  Group  directed  by  David  Galbraith  and  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre  Symphony  Orchestra  directed  by  Armand 
Weisbord.  A capacity  audience  is  expected. 


The  featured  soloist  with  the 
orchestra  will  be  Nicole  Presentey, 
the  twelve-year  piano  prodigy 
whose  artistry  has  already  been 
hailed  by  internationally  famous 
musicians.  She  will  play  the  First 
Movement  of  Mozart’s  Piano  Con- 
certo, No.  9,  K271.  The  orchestra 
will  also  play  Schubert’s  Un- 
finished Symphony;  the  First 
Suite  from  Carmen;  Selections 
from  Fiddler  on  the  Roof  and 
Israeli  Carnival. 

The  orchestra  now  has  a com- 
plement of  forty  musicians  drawn 
from  all  sections  of  the  commu- 
nity and  they  rehearse  every  Sun- 
day morning  from  10:30  to  1:00. 
Barely  one  year  old,  the  group  has 
already  established  itself  as  an 
important  addition  to  the  musical 
life  of  the  Jewish  community. 

The  lion’s  share  of  the  credit 
for  this  progress  goes  to  its  con- 
ductor, Armand  Weisbord,  a gifted 
violinist  himself  who  is  able  to 
draw  the  best  from  the  members 
of  the  orchestra.  His  interest  in 
developing  younger  musicians  is 
especially  laudable. 

The  Choral  Group  was  founded 
in  1953  by  the  late  Rev.  Joseph 
Rabin,  Louis  Weiner,  Laz  Mirsky 
and  other  interested  individuals. 
Rev.  Rabin  was  its  director  and 
guiding  light  for  most  of  the  in- 
tervening years.  A1  Shapiro  took 
over  after  Rev.  Rabin  passed  away 
and  still  continues  as  assistant 
director. 

The  group  entered  a new  phase 
in  the  fall  of  1969  when  David 
Galbraith,  a highly-trained  musico- 
logist and  a concert  singer  of  in- 
ternational repute  became  its  di- 
rector. 

Basically  a teacher  of  music, 
Mr.  Galbraith  emphasizes  breath 
control,  vocal  techniques  and 
singing  dynamics  in  his  choral 
direction.  Under  his  tutelage,  the 
members  of  the  Choral  Group 
have  improved  their  singing  and 
enlarged  their  repertoire. 

The  Choral  Group’s  program

Vaad  Report

IN  TRIBUTE  TO  DAVID  AND  RACHEL  EPSTEIN 

1 wish  to  devote  the  major  portion  of  this  column  to  the 
benevolence  of  the  late  David  and  Rachel  Epstein  and  to  explain 
how  their  foresight  and  generosity  will  help  assure  the  continuity 
of  Jewish  life  in  this  community.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Epstein  were 
devoted  to  Jewish  education,  to  religious  values,  the  upbuilding  of 
Israel  and  to  charitable  and  philanthropic  endeavours.  Their 
legacy  mirrors  those  interests. 

To  begin  with,  Mr.  Epstein’s  will  provided  for  substantial 
outright  gifts  to  the  Ottawa  Hebrew  Free  Loan  Association,  the 
Ottawa  Civic  Hospital,  the  Jewish  Home  for  the  Aged,  the 
Hebrew  University,  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  in  Toronto,  the 
Ottawa  Chevra  Kadisha,  the  Beth  Shalom,  Agudath  Israel  and 
B’nai  Jacob  Synagogues,  the  Beth  Shalom  Talmud  Torah  in 
Toronto,  the  Ottawa  Boys  Club  and  to  the  Ottawa  Talmud  Torah. 

He  then  directed  that  the  residue  of  his  estate  be  invested  as  a 
perpetual  fund  to  be  known  as  the  “David  and  Rachel  Epstein 
Foundation  Fund”.  The  income  is  to  be  divided  15%  for  Carleton 
University  and  85%  for  Jewish  charitable,  religious  and  educa- 
tional organizations  and  institutions  in  Ottawa.  The  Jewish  com- 
munity’s share  approximates  $80,000.  per  year. 

The  will  further  provides  that  the  executor  and  trustee,  the 
Canada  Permanent  Trust  Company,  appoint  a committee  which 
would  have  the  responsibility  of  recommending  which  beneficia- 
ries should  receive  funds  each  year,  the  amount  each  should 
receive  and  the  purpose  for  which  the  funds  are  to  be  used.  The 
five  men  who  comprise  the  present  committee  are  Alex 
Betcherman,  Hyman  Bessin,  Jules  Loeb,  Hyman  Soloway,  Q.C. 
and  Hy  Hochberg. 

In  order  for  the  estate  to  qualify  as  tax  exempt,  it  was 
necessary  for  federal  and  provincial  authorities  to  rule  on  the 
beneficiaries  in  advance  of  any  distribution.  Twelve  organizations 
and  institutions  qualified.  They  are  Congregation  Beth  Shalom, 
Congregation  Agudath  Israel,  Congregation  Machzikei  Adas, 
Congregation  B’nai  Jacob,  Temple  Israel,  Young  Israel  of  Ottawa, 
Jewish  Community  Centre,  Ottawa  Chevra  Kadisha,  Ottawa 
Hebrew  Benevolent  Society,  Ottawa  Jewish  Home  for  the  Aged, 
Ottawa  Modern  Jewish  School  and  Ottawa  Talmud  Torah  and 
Hillel  Academy.  Eligibility,  however,  does  not  mean  an  automatic 
allotment  in  any  or  all  years. 

As  soon  as  the  estate  had  been  cleared,  the  trustee  advised  the 
committee  that  two  years’  income  was  ready  for  distribution. 
The  committee  then  held  several  meetings  with  representatives  of 
the  eligible  groups.  They  examined  financial  statements,  budgets 
and  deficits  to  determine  needs  and  priorities.  As  a result  of  that 
comprehensive  study,  the  committee  recommended  that  nine  of 
the  twelve  organizations  receive  grants  of  various  size  from  the 
initial  distribution. 

The  nine  organizations  are  Congregations  Beth  Shalom, 
Agudath  Israel,  Machzikei  Adas,  Young  Israel  and  Temple  Israel, 
Ottawa  Talmud  Torah  and  Hillel  Academy,  Jewish  Community 
Centre,  Ottawa  Jewish  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Ottawa  Modern 
Jewish  School.  Anyone  who  is  interested  in  the  specific  grants 
can  get  the  amounts  from  Mr.  Hochberg. 

David  and  Rachel  Epstein’s  largesse  is  a great  boon  for  the 
Jewish  community.  Their  names  will  endure  for  all  time  in  the 
living  memorial  they  established  to  help  finance  those  institutions 
in  our  community  which  underpin  Jewish  survival  itself. 

The  example  of  the  David  and  Rachel  Epstein  Foundation 
Fund  has  given  added  impetus  to  the  work  of  our  Bequest  and 
Endowment  Committee  chaired  by  Gilbert  Greenberg.  He  and  a 
group  of  others  are  in  the  process  of  creating  a “Jewish  Communi- 
ty of  Ottawa  Charitable  Endowment  Foundation”  which  is  seen 
as  the  vehicle  through  which  many  individuals  will  emulate  the 
beneficence  oFThe  Epsteins  by  endowing  religious,  educational 
and  charitable  institutions  in  Ottawa  in  perpetuity.

Hillel  Lodge,  Ottawa’s  Jewish 
Home  for  the  Aged,  since  its  esta- 
blishment five  years  ago,  has  pro- 
vided a significant  and  essential 
service  in  our  community. To  date, 
it  has  accommodated  approxima- 
tely eighty  residents,  twenty-eight 
of  whom  now  live  in  the  Home, 
along  with  other  elderly  people 
who  participate  in  a Day  Care 
program. 

At  present,  there  are  over 
twenty  applications  for  admission 
on  file  but  there  is  no  available 
space  for  more  residents.  Cognizant 
of  the  urgent  need  for  more  ac- 
commodation, the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  Hillel  Lodge  have  ap- 
proved plans  for  a third  floor 
addition  to  the  present  building, 
which  will  have  space  for  another 
nineteen  beds.  Approval  has  been 
granted  as  well  by  the  Social  and 
Family  Services  Department  on 
Aging  at  Toronto.  Architectural 
plans  are  being  prepared  with  a 
building  target  date  set  for  March 
1,  1971. 

Physical  facilities  at  Hillel  Lodge 
provide  the  residents  with  above- 
standard medical,  nursing  and 
dietary  services  amidst  a setting 
of  comfort  and  dignity  befitting 


The  Ottawa  Talmud  Torah  sys- 
tem now  has  a total  enrollment  of 
510  students  including  153  in  the 
afternoon  Talmud  Torah  and  35  at 
the  high  school  level.
